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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee 
of  Malt by  Urban  District  Council 


Maltby  has  one  of  the  highest  birth  rates  in  the  West  Riding 
County  area.  The  survival  of  children  is  improving  and  still-births 
are  fewer.  Children  of  school  age  are  taller,  heavier,  cleaner  and 
better  clothed.  Infectious  diseases  are  declining  and  more  people  are 
reaching  70  years  of  age.  The  disappearing  diseases  are  diphtheria, 
scarlet  fever,  poliomyelitis  and  tuberculosis.  Smallpox,  cholera, 
typhoid  fever  and  typhus  are  now  mainly  of  historical  interest.  The 
reasons  for  these  improvements  are  immunisations,  better  hygienic 
conditions,  better  living  standards  and  more  efficient  medical  treatment. 

People  aged  65  and  over  now  form  one  in  ten  of  the  population  and 
will  be  one  in  seven  in  1975*  They  demand  more  and  more  attention  each 
year, 

Rolleston  House  with  44  places  for  old  people  was  opened  in  Maltby 
and  the  Council  set  up  a  warden  scheme  for  elderly  people  on  one  of  the 
housing  estates. 

A  chiropody  scheme,  mainly  for  the  benefit  of  the  elderly,  provided 
168  pensioners  with  807  treatments  during  the  eleven  months  it  was  in 
operation.  The  number  of  Home  Nurses  was  increased  and  so  also  was 
the  number  of  Home  Helps.  Weekly  visits  were  paid  to  all  Rotherham 
Hospitals  by  Health  Visitors  so  that  priority  in  admission  could  be  given 
to  incapacitated  elderly  people  and  so  that  adequate  home  arrangements 
could  be  made  for  their  care  after  discharge.  Close  liaison  was  kept 
with  the  Almoners  in  Sheffield  Hospitals  for  the  same  purpose. 

The  Mental  Health  Act  of  1959  necessitated  a  strengthening  of  the 
Mental  Health  Visiting  Staff  so  that  supervision  could  be  given  to 
subnormal  and  mentally  ill  patients  in  their  homes,  so  that  help  could 
be  given  with  admissions  and  discharges  to  mental  hospitals  and  so  that 
contacts  could  be  made  at  psychiatric  out-patient  clinics.  A  new  Training 
Centre  for  7 6  mentally  handicapped  persons  was  opened  at  Maltby  after 
the  summer  vacation.  The  trainees  attended  for  the  same  hours  and  on 
the  same  days  as  children  in  the  elementary  schools  and  received 
instruction  in  personal  hygiene,  physical  education,  sports,  singing  and 
games.  The  older  youths  were  taught  rug-making,  basket-work,  woodwork 
and  gardening,  while  the  older  girls  were  given  domestic  work,  sewing, 
knitting  amd  rug-making. 


Another  innovation  of  the  year  was  the  routine  testing  of  babies 
for  phenylketonuria o  Research  showed  that  mental  subnormality  in  a  small 
number  of  children  was  caused  by  a  deficiency  in  the  enzyme  responsible 
for  the  breakdown  of  phenylalanine  and  it  was  found  that  this  subnormality 
could  be  avoided  by  taking  a  special  diet.  The  considerable  labour 
involved  in  testing  six  thousand  babies  was  considered  to  be  well  worth 
while  if  one  child  in  this  number  could  be  rescued  from  subnormality. 

A  better  system  of  testing  the  hearing  of  school  children  was 
introduced  in  i960,  when  children  with  hearing  difficulties  were  given 
tests  by  pure-tone  audiometer. 

Progress  continued  to  be  made  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  in 
improving  housing  standards,  in  raising  the  cleanliness  and  quality  of 
food,  in  the  important  service  of  removing  household  refuse  and  in 
obtaining  better  hygienic  conditions  in  shops  and  factories.  Any  tour 
of  the  town  readily  proves  the  efficacy  of  their  work. 

As  a  final  comment,  the  health  prospects  for  the  future  may  be 
mentioned.  It  seems  inevitable  that  the  diseases  of  old  age,  and 

particularly  cancer,  should  show  a  steady  increase  due  to  ageing  of  the 

population.  It  seems  certain  too  that  injuries  due  to  accidents  should 
come  in  still  greater  numbers  in  future  years,  but  prospects  in  infectious 
illness  are  bright  due  to  the  development  of  vaccination.  It  is 
reasonable  to  forecast  the  prevention  of  measles,  chickenpox, 
whooping  cough  and  mumps  within  a  reasonable  number  of  years  and  there  is 
every  reason  to  expect  that  influenza  and  the  common  cold  will  be  added 

to  this  list.  There  seems  no  reason  why  the  quickend  progress  of  the 

past  five  years  in  the  prevention  and  care  of  disease  should  not  continue.

Although  the  total  attendances  in  Maltby  showed  a  decrease  of 
450  compared  with  the  total  for  1958,  it  should  be  noted  that  the  1958 
figure  included  850  schoolchildren.  Only  43  schoolchildren  (Mantoux 
positive  reactors)  were  examined  in  I960,  therefore  an  increase  was  shown 
of  356  adults.  The  last  visit  produced  the  highest  attendance  to  date 
of  persons  over  15  years  of  age  in  Maltby.

In  a  large  scattered  division  such  as  this,  the  district  is  partitioned 
in  working  areas  for  health  visitors,  probation  officers,  children’s  officers, 
education  welfare  officers  and  public  health  inspectors,  so  that  it  is  an 
advantage  to  consider  cases  of  child  neglect  from  limited  areas  such  as  Maltby 
or  Kiveton  Park,  so  that  all  the  social  workers  attending  the  meetings  are 
familiar  with  all  the  cases  on  the  agenda. 

During  the  year,  particular  encouragement  was  given  to  the  attendance 
of  representatives  of  voluntary  bodies  concerned  with  the  care  of  children. 

The  first  meeting  in  February  i960  was  held  in  the  new  Brinsworth  Clinic 
when  22  members  attended  and  10  problem  families  were  discussed. 

The  second  meeting  was  held  in  October  in  the  Kiveton  Park  Council 
Chamber  when  there  was  an  attendance  of  26  members  and  5  cases  were  reviewed.

Training  Centre 

Maltby  Training  Centre  was  opened  on  10th  March,  195$ 5  in  temporary 
premises  at  the  Church  Hall  with  45  pupils  and  a  staff  of  4*  A  great 
deal  of  good  work  was  done  under  very  difficult  conditions,  one  of  the  main 
troubles  being  interference  in  the  work  due  to  the  noise  from  adjoining 
classes. 


There  was  a  complete  change  on  29th  August,  I960,  when  the  new  Centre 
on  Cliff  Hills  was  opened.  Five  classrooms,  a  large  assembly  hall  and 
ample  modem  equipment  became  available,  the  number  of  trainees  was  increased 
to  73  (19  of  whom  were  over  16  years  of  age),  and  the  instructional  staff  was 
increased  to  5» 

The  excellent  attendance  figures  and  the  happy  atmosphere  which  is 
always  so  noticeable  in  the  Centre  are  proof  of  its  appreciation  by  pupils 
and  parents.  A  successful  advance  has  certainly  been  made  in  Mental 
Welfare  by  the  County  Council  in  this  Division.

On  1st  October,  I960,  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations, 
I960,  came  into  force  -  consolidating  and  re-enacting  with  amendments  the 
Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Raw  Milk)  Regulations,  1949  -  1954>  and  the 
Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Pasteurised  and  Sterilised  Milk)  Regulations, 
1949  -  1953*  Insofar  as  Maltby  was  concerned,  this  meant  that  dealers’ 
licences  would,  from  1st  January,  1961,  be  issued  by  the  County  Council  - 
being  the  food  and  drugs  authority.  Further  provisions  included  the 
discontinuance  of  ’Supplementary’  licences  and  extension  from  1  to  5 
years  for  dealers’  licences. 


Notwithstanding  the  above,  each  local  authority  must  still  continue 
to  effect  registration  of  distributors  operating  from  premises  within 
their  area  -  under  Reg.  8  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (General)  Regulations, 1959* 


Undoubtedly,  the  cessation  of  the  administrative  ’paper  chase’  through 
the  extended  licence  period  and  discontinuance  of  ’supplementary'  licences 
is  a  welcome  amendment 5  but  the  sound  logical  reason  for  transference  of 
licensing  and  retention  of  registration  eludes  me,  as  the  two  functions 
are  so  closely  allied.

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Slaughterhouse  Act, 

1955)  inspections  were  made  of  the  two  premises  available  for  possible 
development,  although  neither  was  currently  licensed  and  in  use.  As 
a  result,  it  was  found  that  both  fell  well  below  the  requirements  of  the 
relevant  legislation.  Indeed,  apart  from  restricted  accommodation, 
only  major  improvement  schemes  involving  high  cost  could  possibly  have 
brought  the  premises  up  to  standard  -  almost  amounting  in  one  instance 
to  partial  demolition  and  re-building  due  to  structural  instability. 
Moreover,  neither  occupier  seemed  desirous  of  committing  himself  to  the 
capital  expenditure.  Before  submission  of  the  report  to  the  Minister, 
consultation  was  held  with  all  parties  directly  connected  with  the  matter, 
whereupon  it  was  generally  agreed  that  existing  arrangements  for  local 
butchers  were  both  adequate  and  satisfactory  (i.e.  securing  of  meat  from 
public  abbatoirs  at  Rotherham,  Sheffield  and  Doncaster,  and  two  private 
slaughterhouses  in  adjoining  districts). 

The  Minister  duly  accepted  the  report,  but  made  no  observations 
thereon.

At  first  sight,  it  would  appear  that  the  township  is  more  than 
well  served  by  mobile  food  traders.  However,  of  the  58  registered, 

I  would  estimate  that  only  half  the  number  are  carrying  on  regular 
trading;  many  of  the  others  having  proved  to  be  of  the  ’here  today  - 
gone  tomorrow'  type. 

FOOD  HYGIENE 

Generally  speaking,  I  feel  that  the  township's  food  traders  are 
maintaining  the  food  hygiene  standards  required,  but  this  in  no  way 
implies  any  relaxation  in  supervision.  Undoubtedly,  with  the  increase 
in  sales  of  pre-packed  foods,  there  is  a  tendency  to  assume  that,  as 
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contamination  at  the  sales  point  is  somewhat  remote,  the  need  for  stringent 
food  hygiene  measures  is  not  so  pressing!  but,  where  even  the  slightest 
contamination  risk  exists  in  any  food  premises,  I  consider  that  the  interests 
of  the  consumer  must  always  remain  of  paramount  importance.  Often  we  are 
invited  to  sample  ’smiling1,  ’prompt1,  etc.,  service,  but  we  must  also 
ensure  that  cleanliness  remains  an  integral  part  of  any  service  to  the 
public. 

Unfortunately,  not  all  traders  ’heed  the  gospel1,  and  in  September 
it  was  necessary  to  institute  proceedings  against  a  fishmonger  for  smoking. 

He  was  fined  £15 ,  plus  £3*  3s.  Od.  costs  -  having  had  two  previous 
convictions  in  1956  and  1958  with  fines  of  £5.  and  £10.  plus  £3.  3s.  Od. 
costs  in  each  case.  Dear  smokes  indeed. 

It  is  regetted  that  yet  another  year  passed  without  seeing 
commencement  of  the  market  development,  but  it  was  pleasing  to  see  the 
extent  and  scope  of  the  proposals  in  the  plan  stage.  Undoubtedly,  they 
will  create  a  most  pleasing  feature  in  High  Street  and  will  prove  worth 
waiting  for!

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


Yet  again,  a  regular  weekly  service  was  maintained  throughout  the 
year  with  the  Department's  two  vehicles  -  S.D.  l6/l8  cubic  yard  fore-and 
aft  freighter  and  Bedford  10  cubic  yard  side  loader.  Refuse  collection 
is  one  of  the  'taken  for  granted'  services  which  rarely  receives  public 
acclaim  -  unless,  for  some  special  reason  there  is  some  slight  disruption 
in  routine!  The  refuse  collector  is  accepted  as  part  of  the  daily 
scene  in  any  community,  yet  few  people  recognise  his  importance  to  their 
health  and  well-being*  Even  though  he  is  provided  with  protective 
clothing,  he  has  an  unenviable  'stint'  to  maintain  in  all  weathers;  and 
I  feel  justified  in  paying  tribute  to  the  Department's  personnel  in 
helping  to  provide  their  fellow  citizens  with  this  important  public 
health  service. 

Refuse  disposal  headaches  have  been  somewhat  minimised  since 
commencing  operations  with  a  Bristol  'Tipmaster'  and  Conder  Scraper. 

With  the  increase  in  bulk  and  the  decrease  in  ash  content,  fire  risk 
and  difficulty  in  compaction  were  constant  sources  of  trouble;  but  they 
have  now  been  virtually  eliminated.  Nevertheless,  we  have,  from  time 
to  time,  and  particularly  in  windy  weather,  experienced  difficulty  in 
preventing  a  nuisance  to  tenants  on  the  N.C.B.  housing  estate  from  loose 
papers,  etc.,  from  tipped  loads.  Unfortunately,  our  efforts  to  minimise 
this  nuisance  by  the  erection  of  a  portable  netting  screen  were  nullified 
by  the  destructive  activities  of  youths,  etc.  Of  course,  the  main 
solution  to  this  trouble  is  separation  and  recovery  of  paper  at  source  - 
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particularly  if  householders  will  co-operate 5  and  implementation  of 
this  plan  must  he  considered  in  the  future.
